THE BEBEL SPIRIT IN KESTCCKI. 


The Enthusiasm of the Tilden support- 


ers Manifested in Hostility to the 
National Flag—They Compellts Be 
ing Lowered. 
^ 


(To the Editor of the New York Times.) 
As an evidence of the intensely loyal 


character of the supporters ot the Til- 
den-IIendricks ticket in Kentucky, I 
want to call the attention of your read- 
ers to this incident 
Carlisle is the 


county seat of Nicholas county, Ky., 
and is situated on the Paris and Meigs- 
ville Railroad, in the heart ef an in- 
tense rebel population. They ratified 
the nomination of Tilden and Hendricks 
with wild demonstrations. They were 
for peace and good-will, for the millen- 
nium that would be here when the 
hated Radicals were defeated. 
As a 


result of the demonstrations and the 
hopes aroused by the Democratic nomi- 
nations the 'uncontrollable element at 
this "peace party" gave a premature 
exhibition of their feelings in this 
manner : On the evening of the 3d of 
July a large number of flags were 
hoisted by the Union people in Carlisle, 
among these conspicuously the regimen- 
tal flag of the Seventh Kentucky Cav>> 
airy, commanded by Colonel Leonidas 
Metoalfe, who died during the war.—• 
The widow of Colonel Metoalfe married 
a Mr. Brewington, a merchant of 
Carlisle, over whoso house this flag waa 
hoisted.

tory in November, allowed their real 
feelings to come to the surface, and

threats of burning the house if their 
wishes were not respected. Mr. Brew- 
ington, to protect his family and prop- 
erty, had the flag taken down. Then 
this same rebel crowd, flushed with their 
victory, had a rebel flag made, eighteen 
feet long and would have hoisted it had 
not a number of ex-rebel soldiers dis- 
creetly interfered, telling them of the 
consequences to the Democratic cause 
if they permitted such ac exhibition to 
be made at such a time. 


The excitement oontinned that night 


and until the night of the 4th, when, 
stimulated by the patriotic recollections 
of the day, M advocated by the Union- 
loving Courier-Journal, the chief advo- 
cate of the Tilden reform peace ticket, 
they congregated in a mass and began 
to yell and cheer for the Confederate 
flag, and finally for tho Southern Con- 
federacy. This patriotic fervor found

Col. Merritt Drives the 
Cheyennes Back, 


Agreement on Appropriation 


Bills. 


THE UNIVERSITY BOAT KACE 


Cornell Again tha Winner. 


Horrible Affair at Dubuque. 


CHICAGO, July 10.—The following 


is the official report ot Col. Merritt, 
received at military headquarters to day. 
It is dated Red Cloud Agency, July 18, 
via Fort Laramio, 19th : 


As indicated in my last dispatch, I 


moved by forced marches to the main 
northwest trail on Indian Creek. 
In 


thirty-five hours my command made 
about 75 miles, reaching the trail Mon- 
day evening about 9 o'clock. The trail 
showed that no large parties had passed 
north. At daylight, yesterday morn- 
ing, I saddled up to move on the trail 
towards tho agency. At the same time 
a party of seven Indians were discover- 
ed near the command, moving with the 
intention of cutting off two couriers 
who were approaching Saga Creek. 
A 


party was sent out to cut these off, kill- 
ing one of them. 
The command thin 


moved at once after the other Indians 
seen in this direction, and pursued 
them, but they escaped, leaving four 
lodges and several hundred pounds of 
provisions behind. 
After scouring the 


country thoroughly in our vicinity, we 
moved at once towards the agency. 
At 


the distance of twenty-five miles north- 
west of the agency we came upon the 
Indians, who broke camp and fled, so 
that we did not succeed in catching 
any of them. 
The trail was much 


worn, and the indications were that 
hundreds of Indians were driven in by 
our movement. From repeated reports 
which I cannot give in this dispatch, I 
was certain of striking the Cheyennes. 
To accomplish this I marched hard to 
get on the trail, taking the infantry 
along to guard the wagons, and to 
fight, if necessary. The reports receiv- 
ed from this point led me to believe 
that many of the Sioux warriors were 
with the Cheyennes. 


I am now satisfied the number of 


Indians leaving the agency are exagger- 
ated in the report, and I am certain 
that not one hundred Indians, or rather 
ponies, all told, have gone north on the 
main trails in the last ten days. 
The 


Cheyennes whom we drove in, yester- 
terday, took refuge on the reservatioa 
towards Spotted Tail agency. If they 
leave again I think it will be to go 
south to the agencies, as they seem to 
be thoroughly frightened out of their 
northern trip. Our appearance OB In- 
dian and Hot Creeks was a complete 
surprise to the Indians of that vicinity, 
but those further in were informed by 
runners, so that they got out of the 
way. 


I have just received your dispatches 


of the 15th. 
I will move without de- 


lay to Fort Laramie, and as soon as 
possible move to join Crook. 
My men 


and horses are very tired, but a few 
days' reasonable marching, with full 
forage, will make them all right. 


SABATOGA LAKE, July 19.—The 


lake, this morning, was all that could 
be desired for the race, and in conse- 
quence thereof, a large crowd was in 
attendance.

The old man then fell into the 


gutter, when the son instantly put two 
more shots into his abdomen. 
By this 


time a crowd had rushed to the rescue 
and the son waa taken off to jail. 
The 


old man is still alive, but he cannot 
live very many hours. He is fifty-five 
years old. The son is twenty-nine 
years of age. 
The family are promi- 


nent citizens of the county. The crime 
is thought to have been the result of an 
insane moment, as there had not been 
any trouble between them.
